DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments, see appeal brief, filed 7 December 2009, with respect to claims 7- 
12 have been fully considered and are persuasive. The rejection of the claims has been 
withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 7-12 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

4. The subject matter not disclosed or fairly suggested in the prior art is a wetness sensation 
member in combination with a visible highlighting indicating a presence of the wetness sensation 
member and further in combination with the visible highlighting comprising an ink-printed 
pattern and the appearance of the visible highlighting is substantially unchanged upon wetting of 
the wetness sensation member. 

5. The closest prior art uncovered during examination discloses the following elements: 

6. US Patent 5,885,264 issued to Matsushita: teaches a wetness sensation member and 
visible highlighting but does not disclose or fairly suggest the visible highlighting comprises an 
ink-printed pattern. 

7. US Patent US 4,834,733 issued to Huntoon et al: teaches a visible highlighting indicating 
a presence of a toilet training actuating mechanism, said visible highlighting comprising an ink- 
printed pattern and the appearance is substantially unchanged upon wetting of the highlighting, 
but does not disclose or fairly suggest a wetness sensation member.
